I, M. Yazid Saidi, hereby declare that: 

1) I, along with Jeremy Barker, am a joint-inventor of the above-captioned application. 

2) The present application claims a compound with the general formula 



wherein M is selected from the group consisting of Be, Mg, Ca, Sr, Ba, and mixtures 
thereof; and wherein 0 < y < 1. Claims directed to electrodes and batteries 
comprising the above-stated composition are also provided. 

3) The batteries in which the claimed compound is applicable can be used in large 
format applications, e.g. batteries for electric vehicles. 

4) The claimed compound exhibits a high level of safety as compared to competing 
technologies, e.g., lithium-ion batteries containing lithium cobalt oxide and the like. 
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5) The claimed compound provides substantially improved high-temperature 
performance and thermal stability over previously known rechargeable lithium-ion 
batteries, including higher energy density (Wh/kg), in addition to enhanced cycling.
